LIBRARY REPORT 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library herewith submit the 
Sixteenth Annual Report. 

At the regular Annual Meeting, held at the Library room, Rev. 
J. P. Newell was re-elected president and treasurer, Mrs. Anne A. 
Bancroft, secretary and Mrs. Jennie F. Center, librarian 

The venerable president devoted his best energies to the manage- 
ment of library details and his success has placed him as permanent 
hairman throughout the existance of the institution. 

Mrs. Center also retains the office of librarian for the same term. 

That the town has maintained a Free Public Library for fifteen 
consecutive years proves conclusively that the educational spirit is 
abroad and that access to the writings of standard authors on Biog- 
raphy, History, Science, Literature, Fiction and Travel is of itself a 
liberal education, whose broadening influence should eliminate par- 
tisan or sectarian power, believing that “the welfare of each is 
bound up in the common good of all.” With a government based. 
on the consent of the governed and due consideration for law, the 
foundation stands intact while we rear the library side by side with 
the church and the schoolhouse which the earlv settlers planted on 
the rugged hilltops and in the fertile valleys of New England. 

It is gratifying to note the growth of the town library and to 
merit the appreciation of public spirited citizens, not alone among 
ourselves, but of one whose boyhood days were passed amid scenes 
of unwritten. history in vor little town and whose later day memories 
centered on his birthplace and who with generous hand placed in 
our keeping an inheritance toward which we turn in gratitude. In 
behalf of the town we would take this opportunity to express our 
appreciation of the kindly spirit which prompted our late esteemed 
friend, Mr. John Kennard of Manchester, to give the Litchfield Free 
Public Library, Five Hundred Dollars for the purchase of books. 

During the past year a book case has been added by the town 
for the receipt of all the books belonging thereto. Those on hand 
were supplemented by 82 volumes consisting of N. Hi. reports 
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1892-1905, 3 vols. each, 1894-95-96-97-1901-02-05 excepted. N. H. 
Court reports, 52 vols. Gen. Laws, 1878. Index of Laws of N. H., 
1679-1883. N.H. Citation. Perkins Statue Dedication. Manual 
of N. H. Constitution. Register of N. H. Soldiers and Sailors, War 
of Rebellion. 

Fifty-six books have been added hy purchase and six by the 
State. Four volumes were bound copies of the Century Magazine 
at the Librarian’s report will show. We also have received the 
Geneology of the Goodspeed family, presented by Henry T. Good- 
speed of Nashua. This work is of fine quality and of special interest 
to the descendants of that name. 

We would again call attention to the Scrap-book which contains 
clippings of interest to the town which have been taken from Press 
articles which gave space to the record of interesting events. Today 
the work commands little attention but in the future these carefully 
arranged items will be of great historical value. All citizens and 
former residents are earnestly solicited to aid in this work by pre- 
senting such articles at the library for the purpose of preservation. 

The original opening day from 3 to 5 Saturday afternoons has 
been observed throughout the year. 

Another year has found our library room in that attractive location 
made desirable by the courtesy of Mrs. Clarissa Griffin who still 
contributes to the pleasure of the town. 

A vacancy in the Board has been created by the departure of Rev. 
William J. Ballou, who had served as trustee for one year. Other 
retiring trustees are Rev. J. P. Newell and Mrs. Anne A. Bancroft.
